Definite News of the Most Terrific and Decisive En- 


gagement of the Far Eastern War is Expected 


Shortly—St. Petersburg and the Czar 


Greatly Worried Over Kuropatkin. 


London, Aug. 5.—Dispatches from 


Chifu .received today report the arriv- 


al there of refugees from Port Arthur 


with stories of the 
situation there. 


They describe the place as an inferno, 


due to the terrible ,gun fire of the Jap- 


anese. The Japanese attacking fo»ce 


is said to number more than 100,000 


men and in three days, from July 26 


to 28. inclusive, the Japanese pourec' 


into'the beleagnred city 125,000 rounds 


of schrapnel. 


The fighting when tto refugees lefc 


had been chiefy directed against the 


remaining outer«defense works, when 


a truce was -declared on the night of 


July 28 for the purpose of burying the 


dead.

Mr. Bennett, United States marshal 


at Muskogee, I. T.( is now making 
plans for a traveliir-r court, which 
probably will be in i>\« '.-ation in Sep- 
tember, says the K;.n»as City Star. 
This will be the last <>i the traveling 
courts. 
It requires a marshal, three 


or four deputies, a Uniti"! States com- 
missioner, a large clerical force and a 
complete and extensi > <-• camping out- 
fit to compose a traveling court. Thus 
equipped, tbe marshal goes to those 
portions of his district remote from a 
place of trial in case oMm-est, where 
there has been report of crime and 
the criminals have not been arrested. 
The traveling court 
has been a fea- 


ture of Indian Territory justice a long 
time and some of the most notorious 
criminals in the history of the terri- 
tory have been ensnared in its drag- 
net 


When a criminal i« caught he is 


tried on the spot by the commissioner. 
If he can prove his innocence it saves 
the cost of taking him to trial in a 
court town, saves time and trouble of 
making bond.. If the prisoner is bound 
over, he becomes a member of the 
party until such time as the marshal 
is ready to send a party of them to the 
district 
jail. 
One deputy 
usually 


handles many prisoners. It was the 
traveling court which caused such a 
disturbance in the wi^tern district last 
summer, when several hundred per- 
sons in small towns were arrested 
and bound over on charges of intro- 
ducing and selling liquor. 


It is said that this caine nearer 


out "bootlecging" than any 
thing. 
The traveling court 


goes right to the door of the "boot- 
legger" and the deputy marshals al- 
ways scout far enough ahead to catch 
:he game before it scents the danger 
of the approaching court. A travel- 
ug court moves swiftly and quietly. 
Its work is most effective in districts 
where criminals cannot be warned of 
its presence by telecrapli and tele- 
phone. Much of the traveling is done 
at night and often Ihe entire court 
sleeps with the stars for a covering. 
The traveling court's necessity has 
largely been obviatcil by the estab- 
lishment of courts iu so many small 
towns in the district.

LAND LOTTERY WINNERS. 


Fortnne Favored "Women Above Men 


In Disposing: Rosebud Farms. 


In the land lottery at Chamberlain, 


S. D., which closed the other day, in 
which 2,500 fine farms of the Rosebud 
reservation were drawn, each woman 
applicant for a farm stood just about 
twice as good a chance of winning 
as each man, says tlic New York Her- 
ald. Commissioner Richards and his 
associates in charge of the drawing 
say it was a most remarkable freak 
of fortune. 


There were 100,000 registered appli- 


cants for the land. No separate count 
was kept of the numbers of men and 
women, and many names in the lists 
do not indicate the whole number of 
women, their initials only- being given. 
Most of them were schoolteachers, 
working girls and stenographers; but 
from Omaha, Sioux City, Sioux Falls 
and other nearby places were many 
hundreds of women of the first fami- 
lies. Sioux City girls had one chance 
in twenty to draw a farm, while the 
man from that town bad only one 
chance in sixty. Of about 400 women 
from that city eighteen drew farms, 
while of about 2,500 men only forty- 
eigbt were as fortunate. 


By states Nebraska leads with 24 per 


cent of the winners. Iowa had twen 
ty-two and South Dakota eighteen. Al- 
most every state and territory was 
represented in the winning list.

Chicago University Professor Tells 


ClasM the Signs of Degeneracy. 


Professor Frederick Starr, liead of the 


anthropological department of tlie "Uni- 
versity of Chicago, recently gave his 
class in elementary anthropology a list 
of the marks of degeneracy, says a 
Chicago special dispatch to the Wash- 
ington Post. Here they are: 


Red hair, but not for the Irish. 
Blond hair in dark races, all right for 


Swedes. 
Bat ears. 
Bars with small lobes. 
Parting: hair on right side or In the mid- 


dle.Gray hair before age of forty-five. 


Cross eyes. 
Left handedness. 
Men wearing much jewelry. 
Tattooing.. 
Snub nose. 
Cowlicks in hair. 
Baldness. 
Receding chin.

Protruding lips. 
Teeth set wide apart. 
"A person may have twelve of these 


marks of the degenerate," said Pro- 
fessor Starr, "and be all right. If he 
has sixteen of them, pity him." 


"You needn't look at tne so closely,'' 


he remarked as the students gazed 
at him after the '"teeth wide apart'' 
rule. "I know I have many of the 
marks. 
These marks are hereditary, 


and by them you can tell the tendency 
of a person toward degeneracy."

ence of Tenement Life. 


BTJKDSETE VIEW, YET BABE TBEAT 


Mis* ZVora "Williamson, Who Spent • 


MKht In a Vacant New York Plat, 
Sonijrht a Clomer Knowledge of the 
Lower Halt, Whom She IB Study- 
ing. 


Because she wanted to see life from 


tiie wettponu ol Uie musses Miss Nora 
Williamson, a New 1'ork society girl 
and a student of sociology, recently 
spent a Saturday night in a tenement 
Louse flat, says the Xew ,l"ork World. 
"It Teas only a bird's eye view that I 
enjoyed," she said, "and I must con- 
fess it was sufficient. Yet it was a rare 
treat, an experience I would advise 
any one to undergo who is interested 
in the way the lower half lives. 


•'I hunted up a vacant flat next to 


the top floor of a house up four dark, 
narrow flights of stairs. 
Sattirday 


night, about 8 o'clock, found me as- 
cending the dark, rickety stairway to 
iny quarters, where I came face to 
face with a man. His face was cov- 
ered with a dark stubby growth of 
beard, and his ragged clothes bung in 
loose folds over his stooped body as he 
leaned there heavily against the rail. 


"At first I thought he was sick, but a 


strong beery odor convinced me that 
he .was- afflicted in another way. He 
nodded to me as I burned on my way. 
The door was closed. A fear swept 
over me, iny heart fell and so at the 
same instant did my hand upon the 
knob, and to my great relief the door 
was not locked. I entered into a kitch- 
en. On either side was a small • room 
which I judge even in the brightest 
time of day to be in semidarkness. The 
ceilings were low, and the walls were 
painted a dirty bluish green. The air 
was stifling, and hurriedly I raised the 
windows. Whiffs from a nearby livery 
stable poured in, but with them came 
music. 


"The tenement dwellers seemed fond 


of music. 
The 'better off' class had 


rickety pianos, while those less well to 
do had graphophoues, accordions, zith- 
ers, jewsharps, triangles or mouth or-- 
gans. Oh, yes, I bad almost forgotten 
the cats, which added their quota to the 
assorted sounds. To get the full benefit 
of the evening concert I climbed out ou 
a fire escape. The back yard was a 
network of clotheslines from which 
Jiung half washed garments. On the 
pavement I could see perhaps a dozen 
persons, and I could get an occasional 
ascending whiff of the beer that they 
were enjoying. The light from inside 
the house shone upon them. • 


"A man began to count, 'One, two, 


three, four—married men die before 
single; one, two three,' and then he 
spread out in a drunken sleep. Some 
of the other men rolled him out of their 
way into a corner. 


"I climbed back into my rooms and 


began preparing for the night. I open- 
ed my suit case and pulled out a blan- 
ket, which was to be my bed, and then 
lay down with an attempt to sleep. As 
time wore on I began to fear that an 
attempt was all it was to be, for as 
morning came the music increased. An 
old Latin hymn next rent the air. I 
looked out of the window which open- 
ed into the court and saw at the bot- 
tom the figure of a woman. Then my 
eyes wandered to the room across and 
to the mark of a black hand upon the 
•window curtain. 
A chill ran through 


me. I had read of the Mafia, and I 
had heard that the black hand was 
their sign. 


"I slammed down the window and 


had hardly reached my blanket when 
there came a scream from the floor 
above, then a crash, a scuffle and a 
heavy thud right by. my door. I could 
hear excited voices of men and wom- 
en. Then the distinct voice of a woman 
cried: 'Haul me to Bellevue! Police, 
police! He's thrown me head over me 
heels and broken me bones. Haul me 
to Bellevue!" 
" 'Who did?' asked another voice. 
" 'Me husband,' was the reply. 
" 'Naw, I ain't her husband,' came a 


voice of disgust 'I ain't never seen her 
before.' 


"The wife of the accused ^ian next 


appeared and told how the drunken 
woman had entered their flat, tipping 
over the lamp, and of how her husband 
had thrown her out. 


"Maybe, then, I didn't wish to be 


safely out of it all. for even a sum- 
moned police officer had refused to 
give his aid. It was all I could do 
to keep from bolting out of the door 
and down into the street. But I held 
my peace, and in a short time the 
tenement was again quiet except for 
the music and poker chips. 


'The next thing I knew I heard a 


hard knock on the door. 
I jumped 


half in fright and half in wonder at 
my early caller. Then came the very 
familiar voice of my sister. Mother 
Lad sent her with the auto to bring 
me home. We hurried on out, leaving 
behind us the tenants to sleep off the 
effects of their night of revelry as 
best they could. But I carried with me 
a better knowledge of the people I 
am studying—which was the sole pur- 
pose of my visit."

GBAND CKOSS OF THE LEGION OF HONOR. 
Hay is much admired abroad as au- 
thor, statesman 
and diplomat. The 


Legion of Honor was founded by Xapo- 
leon in 1802. In the beginning the or- 
der comprised 3.CC5 chevaliers. -i.jO offi- 
cers, 300 commanders, 105 grand offi- 
cers and a grand master, who was Xa- 
poleon himself. Since 1872 it has been 
composed of five classes—chevaliers, 
officers, commanders, grand officers and 
grand crosses. 
The grand cross, the 


highest grade, is given only to persons 
whom it is desired to honor in a signal 
manner. The emblem of the order is 
a five rayed star of white enamel, 
edged with gold, bearing ou its obverse 
the image of the republic, with the in- 
scription. "Kcpublique Francais,"' and 
on the reverse two Bags, with the mot- 
to, "Honncur et Patrie."

The Red sea basin is cut 
off from the gonoral oceanic circulation 
by a barrier rising to within G(X» feet 
of the surface in a channel which is 
comparatively n.irrow. 
As no rivers 


enter the sea and little rain falls, it 
becomes an ev.iporating pan. The sea 
is naturally much saltier than tbe out- 
side ocean, but the whole place would 
be a bed of salt were it not for under 
currents of bait water passing out to 
tbe ocean.
